The Senate vote was the latest 


move in a long fight running back 
to 1871 to win congressional pas-

schools. 


Senate aides said it was the 


first time in history that support 
of teacher salaries had been sin- 
gled out for specific mention in 
an education bill. 


The outcome was an important 


victory for the-^.National...Educa- 
tion Assn. and other teacher * or- 
ganizations over the nation. 


Republican Leader Everett M. 


Dirksen (R - 111) told the Senate 
Eisenhower svould be particularly 
unhappy with the teacher salary 
provision.
